Sixteen centuries ago, the Mayan 
people created a highly advanced 
culture most noted for its superior 
architecture, scientific discoveries 
and a complex stone calendar. 
Over time, Mayan civilization 
declined and collapsed, but the 
people themselves and their tradi- 
tions did not disappear. Today, 
over four million Mayans live in 
the highlands and rainforests of 
Mexico, Guatemala and Belize and 
remain closely tied to their cultur- 
al past.

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John Thomas Howell Celebrates 60 


Years With the Academy

John Thomas Howell, curator 
emeritus of the Department of 
Botany at the California Academy 
of Sciences, celebrates 60 years 
with the Academy this year. A 
graduate of the University of 
California, Berkeley, Howell began 
his long tenure at the Academy on 
May 1, 1929, as an assistant curator 
under the direction of Miss Alice 
Eastwood. The years he spent 
working with Miss Eastwood were 
among the most active and deci- 
sive years of his life. In their faith- 
ful car, Leucy, the two botanists 
traveled to all of the states west of 
the Rocky Mountains collecting 
plants. They also traveled to 
Europe and Howell made a solo 
trip to the Galapagos where he 
collected 2,555 vascular plants, a 
number of which were new spe- 
cies. Besides the many collecting 


expeditions the duo made to 
expand an already impressive col- 
lection, Howell and Eastwood 
founded a botanical journal 
“Leaflets of Western Botany,’ that 
was published for 37 years. 

Alice Eastwood retired in 1949 
at the age of 90 and Howell was 
promoted to curator of the Botany 
Department. One of the first 
things Howell did as curator was 
to establish an endowment fund 
that still flourishes today. 

Originally started with dona- 
tions from the California Botanical 
Club, this fund is entirely support- 
ed by members and friends of the 
club and drawn upon at the dis- 
cretion of the curators to meet the 
needs of the botany department 
not covered in the annual budget. 

Among his many accomplish- 
ments are over 500 scientific 
papers published in numerous 
botanical journals, and a number 
of plants named for him. Shortly 
after his retirement in 1969, Mrs. 
Lillian Devendorf Hohfeld initiated 
an endowment for the John Thomas 
Howell Chair of Botany at the 
California Academy of Sciences. 
Howell has received many honors, 
but he especially treasures the Fel- 
lows Medal he received from the 
Academy in 1986. Now 85, Howell 
has retired, but is still actively col- 
lecting and studying “weeds,” his 
special interest. Twice a week he 
visits the Academy where he con- 
ducts his research and continues 
to be a helpful source of informa- 
tion to fellow scientists.

Neptune and Beyond

In the cold, dark void of the outer 
solar system, Neptune orbits 3 bil- 
lion miles from the sun, complet- 
ing one revolution every 165 years. 
Neptune is the fourth largest 
planet in the solar system, and 
even through today’s high-powered 
telescopes, this large, celestial 
body appears as a small, bluish- 
green ball. 

On August 20, 1977, Voyager 
was launched on an ambitious 
12-year odyssey of planetary 
exploration. This versatile 
spacecraft has completed surveys 
of Jupiter, Saturn and Uranus. 
Now, after traveling billions of 
miles, Voyager is bound for an 
August 25 encounter with Nep- 
tune and its moons. Intensive 
studies of the planet begin in June 
and continue through September, 
1989. 

On Thursday, August 17 at 7:30 
and 9:00 p.m., the Morrison 
Planetarium and The Planetary 
Society will host a pre-encounter 
presentation, “Neptune and 
Beyond,’ featuring Charles E. 
Kohlhase, Mission Design Manager 
of the Voyager Project at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. In this spe- 
cial preview, Kohlhase will discuss 
Voyager’s mission beyond the 
planets and present the latest 
images transmitted from space.
